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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

This Office Action is in response to applicant's Request for Reconsideration filed on November 
23, 2005. The rejections of this application have been withdrawn due to a restriction 
requirement (the examiner should have raised the issue of restriction and the examiner takes this 
opportunity to correct her position by raising the issue of restriction). Claims 1-39 are presented 
for examination. 

Election/Restrictions 
1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121. 

I. Claims 1-12, 30-36 and 37-38, drawn to a method for a general purpose 
computing platform at a router on a network comprising configuring a virtual machine on 
a router with a plurality of parameters, receiving logic from a remote site at the virtual 
machine and verifying that the virtual machine may host the logic based on the 
parameters created during configuration, classified in class 709, subclass 238. 

II. Claims 13-17, drawn to a method for providing a general purpose computing 
platform at a router on a network comprising configuring a virtual machine on a router 
with a plurality of parameters, the parameters including a plurality of authorized 
credentials, determining an address associated with a remote site, retrieving logic and 
logic credentials from the remote site using the determined address and comparing the 
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authorized credentials with the logic credentials to verify that the virtual machine may 
host the logic, classified in class 713, subclass 153. 

II. Claims 1 8-27, drawn to a router comprising a processor and a virtual machine 
coupled to the processor, the virtual machine configured to host logic acquired from a 
remote site and operable to verify whether the processor may execute the acquired logic, 
classified in class 370, subclass 254. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from another because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are related as sub-combinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The sub-combinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, invention I has separate utility such as in a method where 
retrieving logic and logic credentials from the remote site using the determined address and 
comparing the authorized credentials with the logic credentials to verify that the virtual machine 
may host the logic (as set forth in invention II). See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

3. The inventions are distinct, each from another because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and III are related as sub-combinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The sub-combinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, invention I has separate utility such as in a method where 
the virtual machine configured to host logic acquired from a remote site and operable to verify 
whether the processor may execute the acquired logic (as set forth in invention III). See MPEP § 
806.05(d). 
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4. The inventions are distinct, each from another because of the following reasons: 
Inventions II and II are related as sub-combinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The sub-combinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, invention I has separate utility such as in a method where 
the virtual machine configured to host logic acquired from a remote site and operable to verify 
whether the processor may execute the acquired logic (as set forth in invention III). See MPEP § 
806.05(d).
